This Uniform Statewide Building Code amendment is in response to legislation passed during
the 2006 General Assembly session (House Bill 744). The legislation provides that if the local
building department has initiated an enforcement action against the owner of a building or
structure and such owner subsequently transfers the ownership of the building or structure to an
entity in which the owner holds an ownership interest greater than 50%, the pending
enforcement action shall continue to be enforced against the owner. This regulatory action

adds this statutory requirement to the Uniform Statewide Building Code, exactly as worded in
statute.
